The or- 
igin of this emblem is accounted for by 
the following legend: 

“*Far back in the blood-stained his- 
tory of England there was a strong 
fortress or castle in the possession of 
the enemy, which it was desirable to 
capture.

bearing on the neck drops of gold, one 
and two; erased, on a wreath; in the 
beak a ring of gold. The motto under- 
meath, ‘Laus Virtutis Actio,” may be 
freely rendered, ‘The deed of bravery 
is its own praise.” The sentiment of 
the device seems to be ‘Strength, Strat- 
egy, Watchfulness.’

President-elect Taft’s tour through 
Georgia yesterday was literally paved 
with flowers. His every appearance 
at the ten stops which his special train 
made was punctuated with a bombard- 
ment of applause, and no candidate or 
official ever received a more flattering 
ovation than was accorded him on his 
triumphal trip from augusta to At- 
lanta, where last night he was ti.e 
guest of honor at a banquet, and whose 
guest he will be today. 

It was a testimonial which warmed 
his heart, touched him deeply, and of 
which he never tireq talking during ths 
five hours of daylight ride between the 
two cities. 

His first visit through this section of 
the state won fot him thousands of 
friends and admirers, and, as someone 
seid, the towns along the road might 
never go republican, but would cer- 
tainly go for Taft. 

Radiated Good Nature. 

He radiated good nature like a red- 
hot stove on a winter’s day, and at no 
stop did he fail to make a hit and be 
accorded a reception that was in fui! 


‘keeping with the high office which he 


is so soon to fill. 

The chief charm which attracted his 
hearers up and down the road was his 
wonderful knowledge of mén and af- 
fairs in this state, and at every stop 
he was able to make some happy 4l- 
lusion which roused his audience to a 
great pitch and left them with a new 
date to be known as “The day Taft 
epoke here.” 

Fiven before the train left Augusta 
he was making local hits right and 
left. 

At the first stop, Thompson,he recog- 
nized an old confederate veteran who 
with others had called upon him ir 
Augusta to see about some cotton tax 
claims of wartime date, and, singling 
him out in a great crowd of 300, spoke 
to him, and referred to a joke the 
veteran party had told him.

About that time General Manager 
Scott, who was in charge of the train, 
came by, and Judge Taft said: ‘Listen, 
Colkone] Scott. When you see me sorter 
hesitate, or wave my hand behind my 
back, you pull the bel] cord. That is 
the way we'll cut the speeches ,short, 
80 as it won't be my fault.’ 

By this time the first stop was made, 
but not for a speech. There was <a 
crowd there, though—it was Dearing. 
Judge Taft was closeted with his pri- 
vate secretary, Mr. Mischner, to whom 
he had dictated hig brilliant speech of 
Friday night, before breakfast, getting 
up to do it at 6 o'clock, and wag cor- 
recting it with him then. 

‘Put your head out, boss,’’. shouted a 
big negro, but there was no response. 

The first scheduled stop was at 
Thomson. There Chairman Fred Paxon 
made the shortest speech of introduc- 
tion on record, when\he said: - 

‘The president-elect, Judge Taft.’ 

Speech at Thomson, Ga. 


Judge Taft said: 

“I am very much obliged to you for 
taking your time to come here to look 
at a Man who is going to be president~ 
that is, I hope he will be. 

“I had the pleasure of receiving a 
delegation from your city yesterday, a 
delegation of confederate veterans. One 
member of that delegation gave his full 
adherence to one of the fundamental 
principles of the present republican ad- 
ministration, in that he said he had 
nineteen children, and he could not tell 
how many grandchildren and_= great- 
grandchildren he had. It was a very 
great pleasure to see those venerable 
méen who had taken part in the great 
contest forty years ago, a contest 
which, if it settled nothing else, set- 
tled the bravery and courage of all 
Americans. 

‘“‘Now, my friends, I am: here as a pri- 
vate citizen, who has, I believe, if I 
can trust the telegraphic dispatches, 
received votes enough to elect him to 
the presidency, and I assume that your 
coming here is largely in deference to 
that office, and for the purpose of see- 
img what kind of a looking man is to 
be chief magistrate for the next 
four years. You did not come here to 
hear him speak, except to know what 
kind of a voice he had. You do not 
wish me to discuss politics; as I am 
not going to, but I cannot help ex- 
pressing to you (here Mr. Taft saw in 
the crowd one of the veterans from 
Thomson who had called on him in Au- 
gusta, and he said: ‘There ts one 
of the veterans, but ihe is not the fa- 
ther. of the nineteen children’); the 
gratitude I feel to you and all the 
southern people for your and their warm 
weloome to me personally and official- 
ly. I thank you.” 

A voice: “Come again!” 

Judge Taft: “I will come when I 
can.”’ 


The reference to the confederate vet- 
eran and his children produced a hearty 
laugh. This was turned to a swelling 
cheer when he referred to the bravery 
of all American soldiers. 

As the train pulled out, a big waiter 
of white and pink japonicas was hand- 
ed over the rail from “The ladies of 
Thomson,’ which Judge Taft sent to 
his state room. 

Speech at Crawfordville. 


At Crawfordville, the home of Alex 
Stephens, Colonel Paxon again jntro- 
duced the president-elect as ‘‘The presi- 
dent-elect, Judge Taft.” 

Judge Taft spoke as follows: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I am very 
glad to see you this morning. I am 
giad to stop in the shadow of so his- 
toric a residence as that of your towns- 
man, the Hon. Alexander Stephens. In 
this country you have your traditions, 
your family traditions, stronger than we 
do in the north, because you are more 
nearly purely American than we are. W- 
have an admixture of Germans, English- 
men, Canadians and other European na- 
tions, but you thus far have preserved 
your blood pure, and so you have car- 
ried down your family traditions, and 1! 
think, have a deeper reverence for your 
great men clear back to the revolution 
than perhaps we have. It is one of those 
things that ought to be preserved. 

“I remember when I was in Tennessee 
as a judge they were telling stories of 
the Dar and of the great iawyers there 
that had happened seventy-five and ore 
hundred years before. Well, in Ohio we 
cannot go back further than about. twen- 
ty-five years. We forget the Stories 
after that. The preservation of those 
traditions and of the virtues of your 
great men is a thing of value to the 
south, and I hope may always continue, 
however your conditions in other respects 
may change. One cannot stand here on 
ground that Alexander Stephens was 
familiar with without thinking of what 
he would think today of the progress of 
human é@vents. As he was in the begin- 


ning a union man and opposed to the 


withdrawal of Georgia, and opposed, 
therefore, to the war until his state 
went, so now could he see the: union 
of this country again and the well-knit- 
ting bends that bind the north to the 
south, we could be confident he would 
rejoice with us all, and perhaps with a 
better understanding of tt ali because 
of the trials through which he had to 
pass, that we are again a commoan coun- 
try. I thank You very much.” 

As he concluded, Mrs. Beazley, the 
president of the Alex Stephens chapter, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
presented him with a bunch of carna- 
tions om which there was written:

He laughed heartily at the joke while 
the crowd shout lustily for ‘‘Littie 
Joe,”” “Little Joe.”’ 

As the train pulled out he adas%ed:

Speech at Social Cirele. 


Next he spoke At Social Circle and

ago when I was engaged in a beiter 
business than running for office, when 
i was On the bench, a name that was 
Siven to @ case involving the rates un- 
der the interstate commerce Dill.

“The kind words of your governor- 
elect in introducing me make me feel 
at home with you at once.

Mr. Williams, formerly a congressman 
trom Massachusetts, went to Memphis 
when they opened the bridge and after 
having been there three or four days, 
enjoying their welcome, he got up one 
Sunday morning at 3 o'clock to re- 
spond to the toast of ‘Our Guests.’ Said 
he: ‘Men of Memphis, we have enjoy- 
ed your ferocious hospitality.’

an improvement even on this. I thank 
you very much for your attention.’ 

Between that station the entire train 
was entertained at an elaborate lunch- 
eon served in the dining compartments 
of the three special cars. At the pres- 
ident-elect’s table were: Judge Taft, 
Governor-elect Brown, Judge  Lurton, 
Colonel D. B. Dwyer, Judge W. F. Live, 
J. E. Murphy, F. J. Paxun end Robert 
L. Foreman. 

The newspaper men were entertained 
in President Hanson’s car and Colonel 
Scott entertained the Augusta party 
on his car. 


Mayor Welcomes Taft. 


Madison, Morgan county, was repre- 
sented at the depot by over 1,000 peo- 
ple and an address of welcome was read 
by Mayor Butler, who said: 

“Mr. President: The little city of 
Madison extends to you a greeting of 
genuine and generous salutation and 
benediction, and presents this beauti- 
ful floral token of our people’s endur- 
ing respect fur you as a man, thelr ap- 
proving pride in your career as an up- 
right and fearless judge, and their 
lofty admiration of your great success 
ag a conservative and concilliative lead- 
er of our nation, 

“There are four powerful forces 
which may ‘break the solid south, and 
you. Mr. President, are one of them. 

“You are in the midst of one of€the 
oldest and most honorable little cities 
of Georgia, one that has always done 
its full duty as it best understood. the 
home of the last republican United 
States senator from this state. 

“Our county is one of the largest cot- 
ton-prcaducing communities per acreage 
in the world. Our farm lands, for the 
bare raising of annual crops, sells as 
high as one hundred dollars per acre. 
Our people are brave, loyal and true, 
and during the eight years of your ad- 
ministration there will be none in this 
unisonal republic more sincere and 
strong in their fealty to your. wise, 
kind: and whole-country-wide direction 
of our national affairs than the men 
and women Of Madison, Morgan coun- 
ty, Georgia.”’

I[ 
am not here on a political journey. I 
am here to extend to you my grateful 
expression of thaniks for the reception 
that I have had ail through the im- 


| perial stete of Georgia; and to say to 


you that I appreciate why you came 
here. rou are led, first, by curiosity 
to'see what manner of man the people 
of America have chosen for the next 
four years: as their chief magistrate; 
second, to manifest in your coming that 
respect for the great office to which I 
have had the honor to be elected, and, 
third, to send, through me, to the peo- 
ple of the United States in other sec- 
tions an expression of good will which 
you manifest to them through me.

When the husbands 
control, it ts not quite so clear, but with 
the wives, and I speak as one who has 
followed that course—you know Josh 
Billings says that a man who consents 
to be Heuvtenant on his wedding day 
is never promoted. [ never was pro- 
moted--F don’t believe you were.” 

The biggest ovation accorded him was 
at Covington, where the 300 odd stu- 
dents from Wmory college had gathered 
at the station to greet him with songs 
and cheers. 

There was a flutter of flags, and the 
Emory boys took up their college song, 
which ended with the Emory yell, and 
wound up with the’ staccato sound of 
‘*T-a-f-t, T-a-f-t, T-a-f-t!” 

When quiet had been restored, Hon. 
Boykin Wright, of Augusta, an alum- 
nus of Emory college, in words of 
highest commendation, introduced, Judge 
Taft. to the students, paying fitting 
tribute to some of the Emery alumni 
who were well-known to Judge Taft. 

Addresses College Boys. 


In addressing the students, 
Taft said: 

“Young men of Emory college, some- 
how or other I don’t feel at all strange 
in the presence of such a yell as that. 
I never stand up~before young men 
passing through an experience that you 
are now having, without looking with 
envy upon you, and without wishing 
again to go through the delightful 
pleasure of the academic four years that 
you are now enjoying, a time when you 
are going through the same mold, a 
time when your aheracters are in the 
formative stage, a time generally when 
somebody else is paying the bills, and 
when that sordid responsibility to meet 
those bills you have not yet assumed. 
At no* stage in your lives will you 
make the friends to whom you will have 
the same feeling as you have to. each 
other today, and will have your lives 
long, because at no other stage in 
your lives is there a time when you.can 
look into each other’s souls and feel 
as close to each other as you can to 
your class-mates in college. I econ- 
gratulate you on having the students in 
an alma mater that may !ook with pride 
to such distinguished graduates ag my 
friend, Boykin Wright, has mentioned 
to you, Mr. Justice Lucius Lamar, who 
it was my good fortuneto know and to 
know well. As a young man struggling 
onward, and needing sympathy, he gave 
it to me, and when an older man 
reaches down to thelp you up, if you 
have the spirit of manhood and a spark 
of gratitude in you, you never forget 
it. Judge Lamar was a man so gentle, 
so sweet, so just and, withal, so at- 
tractive that you oould not know him 
without loving him. He went upon the 
supreme bench at a time when, with 
his previous experience or with his 
previous lack of experience in the im- 
mediate practice of the law, it wae 
with the utmost difficulty. that he was 
able to discharge his duties to his own 
satisfaction, but, with that tremendous 
wil] of his, with that determination 
to go to the bottom of the law and its 
fundamental principles, he made one of 
the best judges that we had upon the 
bench, and those of you who shall study 
the law may well read his opinions and 
look upon them as types of the judicial 
style that ought to be cultivated, and 
opinions in which nothing is decided 
but what ought to be decided. He 
knew what the point of the case was, 
and he stated it in that beautiful Eng- 
lish, and with that force of expression 
that was his. 

“T eongratulate vou on having so 
great a man as your typical graduate 
from Emory college. I wish to wou and 
your alma mater all the prosperity pos- 
sible, and, as I look into vour faces, I 
see the hope of Georgia, and I see be- 
fore me embryo senators and govern- 
ors, and presidents of the United States, 
and all of vou, perhaps, by that time 
will be republicans—I don’t know.” 

The boys stood with uncovered heads 
and listened to the address of Judge 
Taft. As he concluded President J. L. 
Dickey, of Emory college, on behalf of 
the students, presented the judge with 
an Emory pennant which he accepte1t 
amid a deafening cheer. He waved his 
flag until the train sped out of sight. 

It was as he was entering the car né 
spoke to Governor-elect Brown, of the 
pleasant memories college boys’ faces 
revived. 

Speech at Conyers, Ga. 


At Conyers, the next stop, Governor- 
elect Brown again made the speech of 
introduction. He said, in part: ‘Little 
folks, ladies and gentlemen: I present 
tc you today a man who has come into 
nur homes and hearts as a guest, the 
president-elect, Judge Taft.’’ 

Judge Taft said: 

“My Girl Friends: I am very glad t9 
see you. I assume that you are all just 
home from school, or are just gOing. 1 
have no doubt you are good scholars.: ¢ 
think I see your teachers here with you, 
A little 
girl went home from school and said she 
was the best scholar in the class, and 
her father said, ‘Why, Mary, did -.6 
teacher tell you so?’

“Now, ladies and gentlemen, it Is a 
very great pleasure to be here andj to 
this cordia] reception. I heheve

Mr. Livingston. I know him well. He 
is a gentleman who gets everything for 
his district that is coming to ft. He has 
a melifluous tgngue and itis very diffi 
cult to escape when he comes into ine 
departments—very difficult to | escape 
yielding to the pressure that he brings 
for his constituents. I infer from the 
number of boys and girls here who 2) 
to school that this is a prosperous com- 
munity, and that you are able to raise 
the taxes that make efficient schools, 
and that you are bringing up a genera 
tion: that will do honor to the country 
and to Geofgla. I am here not in a2 
official, but.in an unofficial, capacity, 
to enjoy all the pleasures of the presi- 
dential office without any of its respon- 
sibilities. My brother Roosevelt is tak- 
ing those on in Washington, while T am 
getting the benefit of the hospitality 
that comes to the office here. 

“Now, my friends, I am very much 
¢bliged to vou for the cordial welcome 
that you give me, and I wish you all 
sorts of prosperity. I hope cotton wi!! 
po higher and higher—that is, that you 
will get good prices—and then we can 
buy cotton goods at low prices.” 

Off to one side, supported upon the 
arm of a young woman, was an ola 
woman who must have been 80 years 
old. She had a sweet face and kindly 
smile, which the judge noted. As ne 
concluded he turned and, looking di- 
rectly at her, bowed and said: ‘‘Madam, 
I am honored by yoOur presence,” to 
which she bowed in stately fashion, and 
the judge entered his car with a wistful 
look in his eye. 

The next stop was the last of the trip, 
at Decatur. . Here the Atlanta delega- 
tion got aboard and the Agnes Scott 
girls held the center af the stage. 

Too much praise cannot be given Colo- 
nel Scott and the crew of the Georgia 
train for the excellent run made into 
Atlanta, for from start to finish, it was 
without a flaw. 

The trip was a triumph, and one which 
will be kept among’ the most fragrant 
memories of Judge Taft’s journey 
through Georgia. |

From 
the time the president-elect stepped 
from the train at the depot until he 
had disappeared in the Piedmont hotel 
to take a much-needed rest, the enthu- 
siasm at the depot, on the capitol plaza, 
in the capitol rotunda and on the 
streets, wag enthusiastic and wun- 


bounded. 

It has been many a day since there 
was such a turning-out of the people 
to welcome the coming of one man, 

As the train from Augusta reached 
the city limits the blowing of whistles 
began, and this was a signal to let the 
people know that the next president of 
the United States was in their midst. 

Great Crowd at Depot. 

There was such a crowd at the depot, 
that it required the efforts of a half 
dozen policemen to clear a passage to 
the carriages that waited at the Wall 
Street entrance. 

Judge Taft was given cheer after 
cheer as he walked through the depot, 
and outside another crowd,. that filled 
the entire street, took up the shouting. 

Judge Taft rode in a carriage with 
Mayor Maddox, Robert L. Foreman and 
Asa G. Candler. The vehicle was 
drawn by four cream-colored horses, 
and was decorated with flags. 

From the depot along Pryor street to 
Hunter and along Hunter to Washing- 
ton street, a great concourse of people 
cheered and waved small flags which 
they held in their hands. 

the capitol plaza was packed with 
humanity, and but for the work of 
policemen there would not have been 
room for the party to reach the 
buliding. 

President-Elect Meets Governor. 


The committee of reception ushered 
Judge Taft into Governor Smith’s office, 
where governor and president-elect 
were introduced. 

“We welcome you to our state and 
city,” remarked the governor. 

“I am happy to be in the midst of 
such good people,” replied Judge Taft, 
with that genial smile for which he 1s 
noted. 

Standing by the governor's side were 
General Clifford L. Anderson, Judson C. 
Clements, of the interstate commerce 
commission, and ex-Governor Allan D. 
Candler. 

After a few words, the governor ask- 
ed the president-elect to remove his 
overcoat, and the coat was removed. 

“Say, look here, governor,” exclaimed 
Judge Taft, ‘‘tell me something to say 
when I speak directly.” 

“You know more about talking to the 
people than I do,” replied Governor 
Smith. 

A few state house officials were in- 
troduced to the president-elect in the 
governor's private office, the others hbe- 
ing in the reception room, with hun- 
dreds of other prominent citizens. 

A Reception Was Held. 


Judge Taft was escorted to the  re- 
ception room by the governor, and 
there a long line of citizens was form- 
ed, and one by one they passed by, and, 
Saying a few pleasant words, shook 
hands with the distinguished guest, and 
passed.on to make noom for others. 
Judge Taft ha sa handshake that is 
all his own. He throws his hand out- 
wards, then brings it back with a swing 
and clasps the hand extended to him 
with a firm, warm pressure, which is 
followed by just one pump up and 
down. 

At the reception there were officers 
of the United States army from Fort 
McPherson, state house offleials, city 
Officials, preachers, lawyers, doctors, 
and, in fact, people from all callings 
and walks of life. 

Some of His Sallies. 

Judge Taft recognized severa} 
friends among those who spoke 
him. 

To Alex King, 
yer, he said: 

“Why, hello, King; don’t you remem- 
ber that law case I decided against 
you?’

“Why, hello, Jim, 
see you.”

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GOVERNOR HOKE SMITH 
WELCOMES JUDGE TAET 


In introducing Governor Hoke Smith, 
President Asa G. Candler,,of the cham- 
ber of commerce, who acted as toast- 
master, spoke as follows: 

“Big occasions demand big men, and 
in the history of the world big men 
have always been forthcoming to meet 
emergenties. This is a big occasion. It 
was brought into existence by the pres- 
ence among us of a big man, recently 
chosen by a big people to fill a big of- 
fice. to do a big work. The dig office 
having called the big man, has given 
rise to the big occasion. A harmonious 
sense of proportion, to say nothing of 
a dim regard for the eternal fitness of 
things, requires that the fourth factor 
in the equation should not be lacking 
in the important qualifications of big- 
ness. What the governor of North 
Carolina said to the governor of South 
Carolina is a question that was once 
pregnant with vital import. Its signifi- 
cance, however, has been dulled by the 
remorseless march of recent events, if, 
indeed, it has not been relegated to the 
realms of the purely academic and un- 
important. 

“What more nearly .concerns us to- 
night is what the governor of Georgia 
bas to say to the next president of the 
United States, and in order that this 
question may no longer be in doubt, I 
hasten to present to you his excellency, 
the Hon. Hoke Smith.”’ 


Governor Smith Speaks. 


The speech of Governor Hoke Smith 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman—lIt gives me pleasure, 
as a representative of the entire people 
of Georgia, to join in this occasion to 
pay respect to our distinguished guest. 

“Georgia hag never furnished the 
United States a president. The nearest 
We ever came to it was in 1824, when 
William H. Crawford was a candidate 
for the office, and would in all proba- 
bility have been elected but for the con- 
dition of his. health. 

“We claim in part President Roose- 
velt. His mother was a noble daughter 
of our state. 

“Naw we make a third claim. The 
president-elect has selected Georgia for 
his hours of rest before the day of his 
-inauguration, and I wish to say to him 
that we appreciate his presence on his 
Own account personally, and because goa 
sren he will be president of our coun- 
: “No state or section can say the words 
Our Country’ with more feeling or 
greater right than the people of Geor- 
gia. Our forefathers fought the bat- 
tles that freed the colonies. Between 
80 and 90 per cent of the white citizens 
of Georgia are descended from revoln- 
tionary sires. We are proud of our an- 
cestors. While_we are not given: to 
sectional references, if we were to make 
them and treat of a section south of 
the Potomac, we might also point to the 
seneral who lead our troops in the rev- 
Olutionary war, to the writer of the 
Declaration of Independence, and to 
Old: Hickory, who commanded our vic- 
torious soldiers in 1812. 


Sorry for New England. 


“We have not furnished a president 
from south of the Ohio river in recent 
years, but neither has New England, 
or the states west of the Mississippi. 
We are sorry for New England. Those 
States will never hawe another presi- 
dent until they cease solidly to stick to 
One political party. I do not know 
what is the matter with the west. I 
Suppose they are just naturally too far 
away from the state of Ohio, which {s 
Virginia’s only rival ag the mother of 
cg: “snag 

“We are glad to have you with us, 
Mr. President, pardon AEs anticipating 
what a few days will bring. We appre- 
ciate your better comprehension of our 
people which your presence here must 
cause. 

“I do not claim that they are fault- 
less, but I will say to you that the 
great body of ‘the people of this state 
and section act in politics from patriotiv 
motives and believe in the doctrine of 
equal rights for all, special privileges 
for none. 

“Of course, we have same who favor 
illegal trusts because they hope to get 
a part of the division. 

“There are also some who would be 
willing to build a Chinese wai} around 
our country if they could sell thetr 
wares to their fellow citizens .at more 
excessive prices, but these lines of 
thought are opposed to the views of 
the large majority of our citizens. 

‘Our people sustain their senators 
and congressmen in the support given 
to President Roosevelt in all that he has 
done for higher ideals of government 
and for the protection of the masses 
acainst plutocratic wealth. 

‘We pcint with pride to the fact that 
both the senators and every congress- 
man from this state, disregarding party 
alignment, supported every such meas- 
ure urged by the president, and in a 
number of cases had it not been for 
their votes and thase of their immediate 
reighbors, the legislation would have 
failed of passage. 


Interstate Commerce Lawes. 


“I may name especially the amend- 
ments to the interstate commerce laws.

“As our senators and congressmen 
have supported President Roosevelt in 
many of his measures, so we expect 
them te support you in every measure 
which will lift our public standards, 
tring equality of opportunity to all the 
people, and advance the progress of 
our nestion. 

“These people, sir, love the union, 
They love the flag. While they wi!l 
always honor their heroes of the sixties, 
they found real pleasure from the Span- 
ish war. It ga@ve an opportunity again 
tu wear the blue and fight beneath the 
Stars and Stripes. 

“Our chici complaint is that Georgia 
was not permitted to furnish more 
troops with which to drive the Spaniards 
cut of Cuba.

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PRESIDENT ASA CANDLER 
MAKES OPENING SPEECH 


Asa G. Candler, of the 
chamber of commerce, who acted as 
toastmaster, opened the banquet pro- 
gram with the following remarks: 

“It is a trite saying, but none the less 
appropriate to the time and occasion, 
that the naths of civilization and com- 
merce have from the earliest times fol- 
lowed parallel courses.

interests of their duty, their state, their 
country, that progress and growth may 
follow and all may enjoy the benefits 
from united cempetition and concen- 
trated effort.

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JUDGE JONES PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO GUEST OF THE EVENING 


Président Asa Candler, toastmaster. 
introduced Judge Jones, of Montgomery, 


as follows: 

“The confederate soldier in war and 
peace has furnished a theme for poet 
and orator for more than a generation. 
The healing balm of time has so soft- 
ened the bitterness of conflict that brave 
men everywhere now freély concede him 
a place on the pedestal of glory, along- 
side his brother in Diue, Lo phey 4 
men everywhere realize that e 
qualities wit: oh made the American “301- 
dier, whether he followed Lee or Grant, : 
a noble and commanding figure in the 
military history of the world; have made 
him the bulwark of the state in times 
of peace and a model of good citizenship 
wherever law is respected and free g0v- 
ernment prized. 

“The gentleman who will presently 
address you is one of the highest types 
of the confederate soldier—so eloquently 
portrayed by silver-tongued orators, 
north as well as south. When the shock 
of battle was over, he buried deep with- 
in his bosom the heart-breaking disap- 
pointment of defeat and with that fierce 
courage which had sustained him amid 
the carnage of war, devoted all of his 
magnificent energies to the rehabilita- 
tion of his stricken country. His people 
have delighted to do him honor, and 
now the duties of the soldier and states- 
man, well done and laid aside, he wears 
with grace and dignity, which befit the 
exalted station he occupies, the ermine 
of the jurist. 

“No man has a better right to speak 
with authority upon ‘The Duties of 
American Citizenship’ than he, and upon 
that subject you will now be addressed 
by the Hon. Thomas G. Jones, judge of 
the United States district court for the 
northern district of Alabama.” 


Judge Jones Makes Hit. 


Judge Jones delivered one of the most 
striking addresses of the evening in his 
characteristic style. It was one of 
force, and contained illustrations of the 
strongest kind. ome. 

He began by saying that after the 
close of the civil war he was seated in 
a hotel near Appomattox court’ house, 
talking over the .future of the séuth. 
At that time he did not realize that 
within thirty years, as it did happen, an 
Alabama boy would have served as sec- 
retary of the navy, on a war vessel

named after the first capital of the con- 
federacy. 

Judge Jones said the moégt telling t- 
lustration: that ever came to his hear- 
ing of the glory of being an American 
citizen happened once during his term 
as governor of the state of Alabama, 
when exercises were bejng held on the 
gunboat Montgomery. The judge was 
tired out with the hard work of two 
days, so a Wrenchman volunteered to 
speak for him. The Frenchman stated 
that thirty years ago there was a poorly 
clothed, ill-fed soldier tramping home- 
ward from the grim défeat; thirty Years 
ago there was dissension throughout 
the land, but now on this particular day, 
in the presence of all the people of the 
United States stood that poor soldier, 
governor of Alabama, an American citi- 
zen, and here was .a gunboat named 
after the first capital of the confed- 
eracy. 

Judge Jones paid one of the highest 
tributes of the evening to the honored 
guest. He said that wnen a judge takes 
the oath of office he does it with the 
fullest understanding that he must en- 
force the laws, and stdnd by tiem, 
no matter what public opinion may be. 
He said it was a hardship put upon @ 
judge to criticise him for upholding the 
laws, and correctly construing them, for 
néd man can be an honest judge, keeping 
his oath, without staunchly standing by 
the actions of the legislative bodies of 
our country. 

Then he referred to Judge Taft's strict 
adherence to the duties of a judge, stat. 
ing that public opinion never iet him 
decide one way or the Other; that pe 
ruled as only the honest judge could. 
dm his decision regarding the labor in- 
terests, Judge Jones said that the presi- 
dent-elect had not been infruenced by the 
public opinion, and that when the mat- 
ter was made a campaign document he 
did not apologize for his actions, but 
simply stated that he had acted as he

Savannah Will Fight Bill of 
Senator Taliaferro, 


BILL STYLED TOO RADICAL, 


Committee of the Savannah Board 
ef Trade Is Going to Washing- 
ton to Protest Against Pas- 
sage of the Measure.

Washington, D. C., January 16.—(pe- 
cial.).—Arrangements have been made for 
a hearing for a committee of the Sa- 
vanhah board of trade, who will appear 
before the interstate commerce commit- 
tee of the senate some time about the 
middle of January, to enter their ob- 
jectiong to the bill of Senator Taliafer- 
ro, of Florida. The biil/is one provid- 
ing for the inspection of naval stores, 
to prevent the sale or transportation 
of misbranded or adulterated articles of 
this kind. 
The exact date for the hearing has not 
been fixed, but it will be named as soon 
as a reply is fecéived from President 
J. A. G. Carson, of the Savannah board 
of trade, stating the approximate date 
on which the Savannah committee could 
be in Washington. 
The bill of Senator Taliaferro was in- 
troduced bast December. It is intended 
to apply to all naval stores, such a5 
gum spirits of turpentine, all wood 
spirits of turpentine, and all kinds of 
rosin. It eatends to these products 
practically the same provisions that now 
govern food and meat products, drugs 
and liquors. 
It_provides what shell be branded as 
pure gum spirite of turpentine, what 
must be branded as adulterated spirits 
of turpentine, and adulterated wood 
spirits of turpentine. 
The secretary of agriculture is au- 
thorized, under the bill, to appoint a su- 
pervising inspector of naval stores and 


make rules and regulations for carrying 
These 
inspectors must inspect every package 
or barrel of turpentine manufactured 
received 
from any foreign country. After in- 
spection a tag or brand must be at- 
tached to the package or barrel in- 
spected. ) 
Fees to cover the cost of such in- 
spection are provided for in the bill. 

The fee for inspecting rosin is placed 
at 6 cents per barrel, and for inapecting

FIFTEEN BALLOTS BY JURY 


? 


Hains Was Charged With Holding 
Crowd Back While His Brother 
Killed Annis at the Pier 
ef the Bayside Yacht 
Club, 


Flushing, N Y., January }5.—After 
reviewing the evidence for twenty-two 
hours, and taking fifteen ballots before 
all were agreed, the jury in the trial of 
Thornton Jenkine Hains this afternoon 
found the prisoner not guilty as a ‘prin- 
cipal with his brother, Captain Peter 
C. Hains, Jr., in the killing of William 
EB. Annis. 

For the second time in his life Thorn- 
ton Hains has been found not guilty of 
thé charge or murder, as he was ac- 
quitted of murder, 2 in shooting a com- 
panion named Edward A. Harrigan, in 
an open boat, in Hampton Roads, sev- 
enteen years ago. 

Went to Brother in Jail. 


Thornton Hains had an affecting 
greeting with Captain Hains in the 
Long Island jail, whither he hurried, 
in & motor car, after the verdict, to 
take his brother the news. Old Gen- 
eral Haingand his wife, who had been 
anxiously waiting to learn the verdict 
in the Hotel Astor, in Manhattan, since 
the jury went out at 5 o’clock Jast 
night, heard the news from their son 
Thornton, who telephoned his parents 
@s soon as he left the court room. 

Mrs. Hains nearly fainted from joy. 
After spending nearly an hour with 
Captain Hains, in the jail, Thornton 
Hains went to the Hotel Ast where 
he remained through the evening and 
night with his father ang mother. 

The verdict came unexpectedly and 
at a time when Justice Crane, believ- 
ing that a disagreement was likely, had 
sent for the jurors to learn what prog- 
ress had been made toward a finding. 
The former defendant smiled, and tears 
filled his eyes, and hurrying to the jury 
box, after Justice Crane had discharged 
the jurors, he seized their hands and 
thanked them for their verdict, 
Demonstration in Court. 


Rarely, in any court of law, has such 
a demonstration been witnessed as that 
which occurred when the jury made 
known its verdict. The packed court 
room of spectators rose as one man and 
cheered, and applauded with such 
mighty vigor, that the gavel falls of 
Justice Crane on his desk could not be 
heard, 

Before proceeding. further, Justice 
Crane ordered the trial chamber clear- 
ed and the spectators put out in the 
street 

, After telephoning his mother and 
father, Thornton Hains waa escorted to 


la local hotel, while a throng of towns- 


people gave him a continuous greeting 


en route, : 

Jurors stated that the first ballot 
stood 8 to 4 for acquittal, and early 
this morning the Dballot showed 42 
gain of one for acquittal. Jurors 
Hecker, Johnson, Richmond and Boenig 
voted for conviction of murder. Juror 
Boenig held out until the final ballot 
was taken, just .after Justice Crane 
had sent for the jurors, then 
changed his vote to acquittal, making 
the jury unanimous. 

Brother to Go Free.

Washington, January !5.—Declaring 
that he considered it his duty to pre- 
vent the water power of the United 
States from becoming. the property of 


such grants, conditions which will pro- 
tect the country, President Roosevelt t%~ 


, Gay vetoed house bill No. 17707, to au- 


thorize William H,. Standish to con-

He refers to the results of an investi- 
gation made by the commissioner of 
corporations into the Operations of (the 
General Electric Company and _ the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company, and other large corpora- 
tions, which, it is alleged, are working 
for the consolidation of the water 
power of the country under their control. 

“IT esteem it my duty,” he said, “to 
use every endeavor to prevent: this 
growing monopoly, the most threaten- 


fastened upon the people of the nation.”’ 


To the House of Representatives—i 
return herewith without my approval 
house bill §7707 to authorize William 
H. Standish ‘to construct a dain across 
James river, in Gtore county, Missouri, 
and divert a portion’ of its waters 
through a tunnel into the said river 
again to create electric power. My rea- 
sons for not signing the bill are: 

The dill gives to the grantee a valua- 
ble privilege, which by its very nature 
igs monopolistic, and does not contain 
the conditions essential to protect the 
public interest. 

In pursuance of a policy declared in 
my message of February 26, i908 (S 
Doc, No. 325), transmitting the report 
of the inland waterways commission to 
congress, I wrote on March 13, 1908, 
the following letter to the senate com- 
mittee on commerce: SP 

“Numerous bills granting water rights 
in conformity with tne genera! act of 
June 21, 1906, have been introduced dur-. 
ing the present session of congress, and 
some of these have already passed. 
While the general act authorizes the 
limitation and =festriction of water 
Tights in the public interest and would 
seem to warrant making a reasonable 
charge for the benefits s¢onferred; those 
Lillis which have come to my attention 
dd not séem to guard the public inter- 
ests adequately in these respects. The 
effect of granting privileges such as 
hese bills, as I said 
in a@ Tecetit message, ‘taken together 
with rights already acquired under state 
law6&, would be to give away properties 
of enoOrmoug value. Through lack of 
forestght we have formed the habit of 
granting without compensation extreme- 
ly valuable rights, amounting to monopo- 
ilies, on navigable streams and on the 
rublic domain. The repurchase at great 
expense of water rights thus carelersly 
@iven away without return has already 
begun in the east, and before long will 
be necessary in th@ west also. No 
tights involving water power should be 
granted to any corporation in perpetu- 
ity, but only for a length of time suffi- 
Clent to allow them to conduct their 
business profitably. A reasonable 
chanzve should, of course, be* made for 
valuable rights and privileges which 
they obtain from the tional govern- 
ment. The vaities for which this charge 
is Made will ultimately, through the 
natural growth and orderly develop- 
ment of our populaticn and industries, 
reach enormous amounts. <A fair Share 
of the increase should be safeguarded 
for the benefit of the people, from 
whose labor it “gy The proceeds 
thus secured, after the cost of admin- 
istration and improvement has been 
met, should naturally be devoted to the 
development of our inland waterways.’ 
Accordingly I have decided to sign no 
bills hereafter which do not provide 
specifically for the right to fix and 
make a charge and for a definite limita- 
tion in time of the rights conferred.” 

In my message of April !3, 1906, re- 
turni house bijl 15444, to extend the 
time r the construction of a dam 
across Rainy river, I said:

“The present policy pursued in mak- 
ing these grants is unwise fn giving 
away the property of the people in the 
flowing waters to individuals or organi- 
zations practically unknown, and grant- 
ing in perpetuity these valuable privi- 
leges in advanoe of the formulation of 
definite plans as to their use.. In some 
cases the grantees apparently have little 
or no financial or other ability to utilize 
the gift. and have sought it merely 
because it could be had for the asking,”

It follows that congress can im- 
pose conditions upon its consent. This 
principle was clearly stated in the 
house of representatives on Maroh 28, 
1908, by Mr. Wiliams, of Mississippi, 
when he said: 

si There can be no doubt in 


the mind of any man seeking merely 


the public good and public right, in- 
dependently of any desire for local legis- 
lation, of this general proposition, that 
whenever any sovereignty, state or fed- 
eral, is required to issue a charter or a 
license or a consent, in order to confer 
powers upon individuals or corporations, 
it is the duty of that sovereignty in 
the interests of the people s0 to condi- 
tion the grant of that power as that it 
shall redound to the interest of all the 
people, and that utilities of vast value 
should, not be gratuitously granted to 
individuals or corporations and  per- 
petually alienated from the people or 
the estate or the government. 

og ee is admitted that. this 
power to erect dams in navigable 
streams can not be exercised by anybody 
except by an act of congress. Now, then, 
vi it requires anact of congress to per- 
mit any man to put a dam ina naviga- 
bie stream, then two things follow: 
Congress should so exercise the power 
in making that grant>as, first, to pre- 
vent any harm to the navigability of 
the stream itself, and, secondly, so as 
to prevent any individual or any pri- 
vate corporation from securing through 
the act of congress any uncompensated 
advantage of private profit.” 

The authority of congress in this mat- 


‘ter was asserted by Secretary Taft on 


April 17, 4908, in his report on Senator 
Newland’s inland waterways commission 
bill (S. 500), where he said; 

“Tn the execution of any project and 
as incidental to and inseparably con- 
nected with the improvement of naviga.-

tion; the power of congress extends to 
the regulation of the use and develop- 
ment.of the waters for purposes subsid- 
iary to navigation.” 

And by the’ solicitor general in 4& 
memorandum ap, ge after a careful 
investigation of the subject. 

Power Should Be Exercised. 


Believing that the national govern- 
ment has this power, ¥ am convinced 


that its power ought to be exercised. 
The people of the country are threaten. 
ed by a monopoly far more powerful, 
in far closer touch with 
their domestic and tmdustrial life} 
than anything known to our experi- 
ence. A single generation will see the 
exhaustion of our, natural resources of 
oil and gas and such a rise in the 
price of coal as will make the price of 
electrically transmitted water power 4 
controlling factor in transportation, in 
manufacturing, and in household light- 
ing and pin rhaggy. Our water power 
alone, if fully developed and wisely 
used, is probably sufficient for our 
present transportation, industrial, mu- 
nicipal, and domestic needs. Most of it 
is undeveloped and is still in national 
or gtate control. 

To give away, without conditions, 
this, one of the greatest of our re- 
sources, would be a nact of folly. if 
we are guilty of it, our children will 
be forced to pay an annua] return upon 
a capitalization based upon the highest 
prices which “the traffic will bear.” 
They will fing themselves face to face 
with powerful interests intrenched be- 
hind the doctring of “vested rights” 
and strengthened by every defense 
which money can buy and the in- 
genuity of able corporation lawyers 
can devise. Long before that time they 
may and very probably will have be- 
come a consolidated interest, controlled 
from the great financial centers, dic- 
tating the terms upon which the citi- 
zen can conduct his business or earn 
his livelihood, and not amenable to the 
wholesome check of local opinion. 


The Total Weter Power. 
The total water power now in use Dy

Further evidence of a very strong 
nature as to additional intercorporate 
interests furnished by the bureau leads 
me to the opinion that this total should 
be increased to peg cent, and still 
other evidence, though less conclusive, 
nevertheless affords reasonable ground 
for enlarging this estimate by 9 per 
cent additional. In other words, it is 
probable that these thirteen conoerns 
directly or indirectly control developed 
Water power and advantageous power 
sites equal to more than 33 per cent of 
the total water-power now in use. 
Further evidence of a very strong na- 
ture as to additional intercorporate re-

corporations, If we make an uncondl- 
tional grant to this grantee, our control 
over it ceases. He, or any purchaser 
from him, will be free to sell his rights 
to any one of them at pleasure. The 
time to attach conditions and prevent 
monopoly is when a grant is made. 
The great corporations are acting 
with foresight, singleness of purpose, 
and vigor to contro! the water powers 
of the country. They pay no attention 
to state boundaries and’ are not inter- 
ested in the constitutional law affecting 
navigable streams except as it affords 
what Vhas .been aptly called a “twilight 
zone,” where they may find a conve- 
nient refuge from any regulation what- 
ever by the public, whether through the 
national or the state governments. It 
is significant that they are opposing 
the control of water power on the 
Desplaines river by the state of Illino!s 
with equal vigor and with like argu- 
ments to those with which they oppose 
the national government pursuing the 
policy I advocate. Their attitude is the 
Same with reference to their projects 
upon the mountain streams of the west. 
where the jurisdiction of the federal 
government as the owner of the public 
lands and national forests is not open 
to question.. They are demanding leg- 
islation for wnconditional grants in per- 
Petuity of land for reservoirs, condutfts, 
power houses and transmission lines to 
replace the existing statute which au- 
thorizes the administrative officers of 
the government to imposé@ conditions to 
protect the public when any permit is 
issued. Several bills for that purpose 
are now pending in both houses, among 
them the dill, 8. 6626, to subject lands 
owned or held by the United States to 
condemnation in the state courts, and 
the bills, H. R. 11356 and 8S. 266i, re- 
spectively, to grant -locations and rights 
of way for-electric and other power 
purposes through the public lands and 


reservations-of the United, States: These | 


bills were. either drafted by representa- 
tives. of the power companies; or are 
similar in effect to thoge thu#® drafted. 
On the other hand, the administration 
roposes that authority -be given to 

ue power permits for a term not to 
exceed fifty years, irrevocable except 
for breach of condition. This ‘provision 
to prevent revocation would remove the 
only valid ground of objection to the 
act of 190], which expressly makes all 
permits revocable at discretion. The 
following amendment to authorize this 
in national forests was inserted in last 
year’s agricultural appropriation bill: 
“And hereafter permits for power 
plants within national forests may be 
made irrevocable, except for breach of 
condition, for such term, not exceeding 
fifty years, ag the secretary of agri- 
culture may by regulation prescribe, 
and land covered by such permits issued 
in pursuance of an application filed be- 
fore entry, location, or application, sub- 
sequently approved under the act of 
June Ii, 1906, shall in perpetuity re- 
main subject to such permit and re- 
newals thereof.’’ 


Most Favorable to Interests. 


The representatives of the power com- 
panies present in Washington during 
the last session agreed upon the bill 
above mentioned as the most favorable 
to their interests. At their request fre- 
quent conferences were held between 
them and the representatives of the 
administration for the purpose cf reach- 
ing an agreement if possible. The com- 
panies refused to accept anything less 
than a grant in perpetuity and insisted 
that the slight charge now imposed by 
the forest service was oppressive. But 
they made no response to the specific 
proposal that the reasonableness of the 
charge be determined through an in- 
vestigation of their business .by the 
bureau of corporations. 

The amendment of the agricultural] 
bill providing for irrevocable permits 
being new legislation was stricken out 
under the house rules upon a point of 
order made by friends of the house bill 
—that is, by friends of the power compa- 
mies. Yet, in the face of this record, 
the power companies complain that 
they are forced to accept revocable per- 
rota by the policy of the administra- 

ion. 

The new legislation sought in their 
own interest by some companies in the 
west, and the opposition of other com- 
panies in the east to proposed legisla- 
tion in the public interest, have a com- 
mon source and a common purpose. 
Their source is the rapidly growing wa- 
ter-power combination. Their purpose 
is a centralized monopoly of hydro- 
electric power development free of all 
public control. It is obvious that a 
monopoly of power in any community 
calls for strict public supervision and 
regulation. 

The suggestion of the senate commit- 
tee on commerce in their report on the 
present bill that many of the streams 
for the damming of which a federai li- 
cense is sought are, in fact, unnaviga- 
ble is sufficiently answered in this case 
by the action of the house committee 
on interstate and foreign. commerce 
upon this yery measure. As stated in 
the house on March 18, 1908, by Mr. 
Russell, of Missourl, a bill to declare 
this river unnavigable was rejected by 
that committee. 

I repeat the words with which I con- 
cluded my message vetoing the Rainy 
River bill: 

“In place of the present haphazard 
policy of permanently alienating valua- 
ble public property we should substi- 
tute a definite policy along the follow- 
ing lines: 

“i. There should be a limited or care- 
fully guarded grant in the nature of 
an option or opportunity afforded with- 
in reasonable time for development of 
plans and for execution of the project. 

“2. Such a grant or concession should 
be accompanied in the act making the 
grant by a provision expressly making 
it the duty of a designated official to 
annul the grant if the work is not be- 
gun or plans are not carried out in ac-

License Should Be Forfeited. 


Further reflection suggests a sixth 
condition, viz.: 

The license should be forfeited upon, 
proof that the licensee has joined in any 
conspiracy or unlawful combination in 
restraint of trade, as is provided for 
grants of coal lands in Alaska by the 
act of May 28, 1908. 

I will sign no bill granting a priv- 
jlege of this character which does not’ 
contain the substance of these econdi-, 
tions. I consider myself bound, as far 
as exercise of my executive power will 
allow, to do for the peop'e, in preven- 
tion of monopoly of their resources, 
what I believe ther would do for them- 
selves if they were in a position to 
Accordingly I shall insist upon’!

I esteem it my duty to use every en- 
deavor to prevent this growing mono- 
poly, the most threatening whioh has 
ever appeared, from being fastened upon 
the people of this nation.

Today the state department announced 
that W. I. Buchanan, the special] com- 
missioner who has been in Venezuela 
for several weeks negotiating regard- 
ing these cases, had reported that he 
had reached the basis of an agreement 
for their settlement, and that a protocol 
to that offect was now beinng drawn 
up for signature. Presumptively the 
case will go to the international] court 
of arbitration at The Hague, but a pos- 
itive statement to this effect will. not 
be made by the state department. 

General Arbitration Treaty. 

It is probable that Mr. Buchanan's ne- 
gotiations will result also in reaching 
an understanding with Venezuela for 
a general arbitration treaty between the 
two countries for the settlement of dis- 
putes arising in the future. His work 
on the protocol, begun several] days ago, 
is“Yecessarily slow and tedious, and he 
has been in communication with the 
state department frequently regarding 
certain of its features.

Is Now Connected With 5,000 Indee- 
pendent Companies Having I,- 
000.000 Stations—This Is 25 

Cent of All Bell 
Stations. 
(From The Boston News Bureau.) 


One of the most important features 
of American Telephone development in 
i908 was the large increase in the 
number of independent companies wiih 
which connections were established.

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THE REGULATION OF RAILROADS. 


In the remarkable revolution in public sentiment, gradual but effective, 
with reference to government regulation of transportation companies, there 


is assurance of still further development toward adequate public protection 


not inconsistent with the property rights of the security-holders of these 


enterprises. 


Railroad managements which viewed askance the possibilities in the first 
suggestion of government regulation, today admit the necessity for it. They 


are fighting now the:extension of it, not upon the ground of actual damage 


to their properties, but more because of the fear of possibility of it, should 
the power fall into improper hands. 

In his clear and logical address before the Atlanta Freight Bureau the 
other night, Hon. Judson C. Clements, a Georgian and a member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, pointed out the probable limes of future leg- 
islation in dealing with this problem. | 

There are four leading elements of legislation now proposed, one of 
which, the so-called commodities clause of the Hepburn act, is already in the 
law, but weighted down with adverse court decision. The question here in- 
volved is whether railroads shall be permitted to deal in coal and other com- 
modities, underselling competitors by reason of the fact that they own both 
the mine and the means of transportation. It can scarcely be doubted that 
congress will ultimately re-engct this feature of the law, so as to mhke it 
conform with court decision, in the event the United States supreme court 
sustains the knockout blow which the lower court has given it. 

Next, probably, will come the power conferred upon the interstate com- 
merce commission to postpone the operation of increased rates, in its dis- 
cretion, until their justification can be determined. 

Other contemplated legislation includes governmenta] restraint upon {is- 
sues of stocks and bonds, and a proper valuation of the railroad lines of 
the country as a substantial basis for the making of just and non-discrimina- 
tory rates. 

There is little doubt that each of these propositions will ultimately find 
its way into conservative but effective enactment. | 

Like tie beginning of regulation, as Mr. Clements showed, these prop- 
ositions are now viewed almost with horror by the railroad interests; but 


as they approach the reality they will find the fangs are drawn, and to 
those inclined to be obedient and amenable to law, the fancied danger will 
disappear. 3 ) 

it is well that such changes should come slowly and after mature and 
deliberate thought. It is the speedy and radical revolution that does harm 
through upsetting confidence and shaking the financial firmament, even 
where ultimate effects may bring yet greater firmness and stability. 

But it cannot be doubted that the future has in store stil] more important 
and far-reaching safeguards to be placed, by legislative enactment, around 
transportation conditions. 

When th»; come they will come long-heralded and the public and railroad 
companies will acccpt them as a matter of course, conforming agreeably to 
their requirements and o2erations.

Hero of Manila Bay Agrees Wjth the 
President—Steps Taken for a 
Complete Reorganization of 
the Navy Department. 


Washington, aJnuary !5.—By unani- 
mous vote the house committee on naval 
affairs agreed’ to recommend placing the 
marines back on the ships in the navy, 
contrary to the action of the president. 

This action was taken at a ~wneeting 
of the committee, following the taking of 
testimony for several days. Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans was the last 
witness heard. He approved of the re- 
cent order of the president removing the 
marines from the ships, and urged their 
organization into battalions, but still 
to be a part of the navy. 

Dewey Approves Marine Order. 

Admiral Dewey, president of the gen- 
eral board of the navy, has sent to Sec- 
retary Newberry a letter in which he 
cordially approves the withdrawal of 
the marines from the ships of the navy, 
recently ordered by the president. He 
says it is the policy of the department 
to employ these men as an integral part 
of the navy, and war plans are worked 
out accordingly, but when embarked 
they will be on ships and especially fitted 
to carry expeditionary forces and ad- 
vanced base material. If there had been 
6,000 marines under his command at 
Manila bay, the admiral says the city 
would have surrendered and there would 
have been no _ insurrection. 

To Reorganize Department. 


Indorsement was given today by a 
board made up of persons who have been 
prominently identified with the naval es- 
tablishment, to Secretary -Newberry’s 
plan for the reorganization of that 
branch of the government service, 

The appointment of this board was 
the outcome of conference between the 
president and Mr. Newberry, during 
which the whole subject of naval reor- 
ganization was thrashed out, and at Mr. 
Newberry’s suggestion its members were 
invited to come to Washington to talk 
over the matter. ; ; 

A prolonged session at the navy de- 
partment, part of the time of which Mr. 
Newberry was present, until called to 
the cabinet meeting, was followed by a 
luncheon to the members of the board 
at the white house, when the question 
was again thoroughly considered. At 
its conclusion, the following statement 
was given out at the white house:

WHISKY NO SNAKE BITE CURE. 


An Ol4é-Time Fallacy Corrected by 
a Missouri Reptile Expert. 


(From The Kansas City Star.) 
It’s a mistake about whisky being, a 
cure for snake bites. E. T. Baruch, an 
expert on snakes and snake bites, says 


SO. 

“Whisky may be all right for bad 
colds, weak hearts and other ailments,” 
Baruch said, “but it’s a mistake to use 
it for sneke bites. When a person has 
been bitten by a poisonous gnake, ev- 
ery precaution should be taken to pre- 
went the venom from ane distributed 
through the body by the. blood. Whisky 
is a stimulant and it increases the cir- 
culation of the blood and thus faciliates 
the distribution of the poison through 
the body. 

‘T believe that 
where persons have been bitten by pois- 
Onous snakes and died that they would 
have survived had they not used whisky. 
Sometimes two poisons will counteract 
each other, but this is not true in the 
case of whisky and snake venom. 

ree Things I always carry with 
when I am hunting poisonous 
snakes: <A sharp pointed knife, a stick 
of caustic and some strong cord. If I 
am bitten on the leg I at once bind the 
leg with the cord above the wound 
and then use the sharp pointer knife 
and the caustic. This is a much safer 
method than drinking a quart of 
whisky.” 

After two years of snake hunting in 
the west,:.Baruch returned to Kansas 
City. where he formerly was employed. 
He lives at S0!I-A Park avenue. 

Baruch said that he has been inter- 
ested in snakes ever since he can re- 
member being interested in anything. 
Snakes were his pevemagt when he 
was a small boy. € would go into the 
fields, find a snake and lie down on 
the ground and watch its actions for 
hotirs. He carried harmless snakes 
around in his coat pockets. Now he 
makes a living out of the snake busi-

Baruch is killer of snakes and manu- 
fucturer of. snakeskin waistcoats, hat- 
bands, scarfs, cigar cases and pocket- 
books. He deals in venom, rattlesnake 
oll] and sells mounted skeletons to mu- 
seurns. 

“I'm away behind in filling my  or- 
ders for snakeskin fiovelties,’’ he said. } 
“A&A waistcoat made of rattlesnake hides 
and ornamented with the rattles sells 
for about $25. Waistcoats made from 
the hides of non-polsonous snakes sell 
for less money. 

“It requires from one to three weeks 
to tan a snake hide properly. I kill the 
snakes and manufacture ali the novelties 
I sell. It ts a difficult task to mount 
a snake skeleton properly. 

“A rattlesnake yields about two drops 
of venom, Jt requires about 200 rattle- 
snakes to yield an ounce of venom. 
One rattlesnake has about one-half 
ounce of oll. It sells for $2.50 to $5 an 
ounce, according to the quality.” 

“Snakes are the most dangerous in 
July and August when they are moon- 
eyed. In winter time when snakes are 
hibernating they shrink from three to 
six inches in length. The hides of

GIVEN 19 YEARS 


Rinehart Wept When 
Judge Pronounced the 
Sentence. 


the 


Pittsburg, Pa., January 15.—J. B. Rine- 
hart, former cashier and vice president 
of the Farmers’ and Drovers’ National 
bank, of Waynesburg, Pa., which insti- 
tution failed over two years ago for 
$2,000,000, was found guilty at noon to- 
day of wrecking the bank, and was 
immediately sentenced to serve fifteen 
years in the penitentiary by United 
States Judge James 8S. Young. 

The jury found Rinehart guilty of all 
the eleven counts, charging him with 
making false reports to the comptroller 
of the currency, and upon all of the 
nineteen counts charging him with mak- 
ing false entries and with abstraction in 
transactions connected with the Greene 
county political campaign of 1906. 

Rinehart was not present when the 
verdict was read, but entered a few min- 
utes later. Judge Young then caused 
a sensation among all concerned by im- 
mediately calling Rinehart before him 
and imposing sentence. 

Tears trickled down the cheeks of the 
dazed banker, and among the largest 
audience ever seen in the United States 
court house there was a deathlike si- 
lence. 

Immediately after the verdict had been 
returned, a number of the jurors were 
instructed to confer with United States 
District Attorney Dunkle, and consulta- 
tion followed in the latter’s office. This 
conference was for the purpose of pro- 
curing additional inférmation concern- 
ing the alleged attempt to bribe a mem- 
ber of the jury, for which two men are 
now in custody and a third arrest is im- 
mediately expected. 

On the first indictment Rinehart was 
sentenced to serve ten years, and was 
given five years on the second indict- 
ment. He will be taken to the eastern 
penitentiary in this city this afternoon 
to begin his sentence. It is reported he

Citizens of Savannah Say They 
Can Govern Themselves. 


A DIFFICULT 


Report That Governor Would Inter- 
fere With Prohibition Situation 
in Savannah Said to Be Due 
to the Failure to Pay 
Near Beer Taxes. 


Savannah, Ga, January !5.—Upon the 

refusal of the dealers in “near beer” 
in Savannah to pay the state tax of 
$200 rests the blame for the present 
agitation in Georgia and e'sewhere 
which has caused the prediction that 
Governor Hoke Smith will send troops 
from other portions of the state into 
the county and declare martial taw in 
effect in Chatham county to enforce the 
observation of the Georgia prohibition 
law here. 

Few citizens of Chatham believe that 
troops will be sent, or that the governor 
will be driven to this last extremity in 
an effort to collect the ‘‘near beer’ tax 
.Of which the state stands so much /in 
need. Rumor that martial law would 
be declared is regarded merely as a 
Means to cause the speedy paying of 
the tax. It will very probably be paid, 
and will amount to $25,000 or $30,000, 
and the result will probably be that 
liquor of the sort that is tabooed under 
the prohibition law will be sold as be- 
fore in Savannah, with probably greater 
concealment, 

Difficult Situation. 


Savannah’s geographical position, that 
Of a seaport, renders her condilion dis- 
Similar to that of other Georgia cities, 
and is in part responsible for what- 
ever laxity there has been in rounding 
up, punishing and ending the activities 
of sellers of liquor. Sentiment here is 
very largely opposed to prohibition, and 
is probably but little decreased by the 
Statute that makes the sale of liquor 
the act of an outlaw. 

“Should the questicn be continually 
agitated and the local dealers continue 
in their refusal to pay the “near beer” 
tax, a condition that it ig not believed 
will exist, then it is belfeved that Gov- 
érnor Smith will send troops and en- 
force the coljJection of the tax, and if 
possfble put an end to the sale of 
liquors, outside the weak variety pro- 
vided for in the prohibition law.

Questions Asked a Greek Professor. 


__ (From The Philadelphia Record.) 
In the course of a year I receive 
many letters asking me to translate 
some Greek word or phrase into Eng- 
lish or vice versa,” said Dr. W. A. 
Lamberton, professor of Greek at the 
University of Pennsylvania. ‘“‘One would 
expect these inquiries to cover a vast 
field and require considerable learning 
to answer, but in reality ninety-nine 
out of a hundred of them will be about 
one of three subjects, and take only 
most elementary knowledge of the lan- 
guage. The first ask for the correct 
translation of the word baptism. Tnis 
is the word used in the original of the 
New Testament for ‘baptize,’ and the 
letters on thig subject came from min- 
isters Or inquiring laymen, who wish 


f 


to find out whether the word means to 
submerge or merely touch with water, 
and thus ferret out for themselves ag 
they think, wether the method of bap- 


tizing adopted by the Baptists -is. cor- 


rect. The second class of letters ask 
to have the word ‘sweetheart,’ or some 
Synonym transiated into Greek, pre- 
sumably to be engraved on some love 
token, while the third ask for the Greek 
word for ‘victory,’ probably to be in- 
cluded in the motto for an athletic club 
or something of that sort. Thus, you 
see, I could tell any one the transla- 
tion of just three words and he could 
answer practically all questions which 
are asked a professor of Greek by 
strangers and which on first thought
